Archbishop Tells of Pope’s 
Interest in Edmonton 
Diocese 


IS GLAD TO BE BACK 
IN THE “QUEEN CITY” 


Canada’s Name Is Revered 
Throughout‘ Europe for 
War Sacrifices 


Memorial Hall was filled to 
capacity last night, when ap- 
proximately seventeen hundred 
citizens gathered there to wel- 
come Archbishop Henry Joseph 
O'Leary, D. D., J. C. D., Ph. D., 
on his return from Europe. 

Addresses were read in Eng- 
lish and French, a musical pro- 
gram was given and, following 
the reply made by His Grace, the 
laity were received individually. 

Mr. Justice Beck read the address 
in English, which outlined the pro- 
gress made by the Archbishop since 
his appointment to this diocese in 
1920, and which contains an assur- 
ance of cooperation and support on 
behalf of the laity for the future. 

The address in French was read 
by J. H, Gariepy, and contained fur- 
ther expression of appreciation and 
good will, Following this a purse 
was presented to the Archbishop as 
a token of the material good-will of 
the laity. Those present then stood 
and with marked enthusiasm gave a 
real Edmonton welcome to the 
Archbishop. 

Replying in EXnglish and French 
Mer. O'Leary offered all those who 
had taken part in the reception his 
sincere and heartfelt thanks. 

Referring to his voyage he ex- 
plained that {t was the custom for 
each bishop to visit the Pope per- 
sonally every ten years, to report 
the work of his diocese, 

Sailing from New York on the 
Majestic he arrived jn Cherbourg, 
from there he went almost directly

ing April 30, 1925, the Saskatchewan 
government hopes to make its bud- 
get practically balance according to 
the ewtimates tabled in the Legisla- 
ture today by Premier Dunning. 

A comparison with the estimates 
for the preceding year indicates 
there is no intention of providing 
for any material increase in revenue 
by the adoption of new or increased 
taxation. Estimated gxpenditures 
show a reduction of $1,299,798 as 
compared with the estimates for ths 
previous fiscal year and estimaced 
revenue a decrease of 1,338,563. 

Premier Dunning will present his 
budget Thursday afternoon.

Of all forms of Provincial taxation the Supple- 
mentary Revenue Tax has the least color of justi- 
fication. It is a direct infringement upon the 
field of municipal taxtion, It takes from the muni- 
cipalities a million dollars per year which they 
It compels the municipal 
authorities to do the collecting for the Govern- 
ment. It was imposed as a war-time measure to 
meet conditions which were not normal, and was 
intended and aecepted as a temporary expedient. 
[It is imposed directly and solely upon farmers— 
who claim that they are operating without profit, 
and upon town property -owners—whose ranks 


lare being thinned every year as the municipal 
| councils have to confiscate 


property for non- 
payment of taxes. It is in no sense optional like 
the motor license tax and the gasolene tax and 


| the amusement tax, but compulsory. There is no 


consideration of times and conditions, and the 
levy has to be paid alike by the farmer whose 
crop has failed and the town wage-earner who 
has lost his job. Quite obviously if the Govern 
ment, backed by the overwhelming majority of 
the Legislature, stands for the perpetuation of 
that kind of a tax there is no use looking for a 
relaxation of the tax burden in other directions. 

The inescapable conclusion is that the Green-

The Provincial Government of Alber- 
ta recognizes no necessity of such cheese-paring 
policies. It is carrying on in the optimistic as- 
sumption that the taxpayers are rich, regardless

Those who are contending that Canadian farmers 
would be helped by an increase in tariff should take a 
look at the United States. All the conditions that they 
hope to bring about by’ a tariff increase are existent 
there; yet the farmers in the United States, at least 
those engaged in the growing of wheat, appear to be 
worse off than the Canadian farmers. 

Our tariff boosters harp on the value to the farmers 
of the home markets. Put up the tariff, build up in- 
dustrial centres, increase by these means the home con- 
sumption of food stuffs and all will be well. Thus the 
argument runs 

All the panaceas they thus recommend have been 
thoroughly tried out south of the line; so far as the 
farmers are concerned they have proved a complete 
tailure. 

The United States has a high tariff; it has huge 
industrial centres which at the moment are thriving’

ANOTHER LAND SOHEME 


To the Editor of The Bulletin: 
At the eftizens’ meting on Friday 
evening there were, one or two 


marked incidents connected there- 
with. 

The first was the apparent desire 
to get away from city administra. 
tion and taxation to Provincial or 
Dominion taxation and international 
economics, 

The second was: there was no 
suggestion offered of a practica) 
character to cope with the situation 
as at present exists. 

The third was the statement made 
by Mr, Yorath that the city has 
about $2,000,000 worth of property 
that has been confiscated for the 
nonpayment of taxes, 


The fourth was the asatatement 
made by Ald, Adair ‘that although 
the Hudson's Bay Co., haf been tn: 
formed that there would He no re 
duction in assessment this year; they 
were taking action for a reduction, 
and that he thought they will be suc- 
cessful. for the city had in thei 
possession over a thousand lots of 
original Hudson's Bay mroperts 
situated upon the reserve, some of 
which they had disposed of at 60 or 
precedent that would be arg licahle 
to all other property owners of Bd- 
monton alongside of whose property 
the elty had etther soldsor offered 
for sale property at leay than assess- 
ed value. 

It follows that the city cannot dis- 
pose of any more lots at Jess than 
assessed value unless counell reduces 
the assesament of surrounding pro- 
perty accordingly. This certainly 
would tend towards an increased 
mill rate in the future. It certainly 
would mean that practically the as- 
sessed value of the whole of the city 
would have to be reduced. 

The broadening of taxation by the 
suggested taxes would nowhere off- 
set thie loss, even if the taxes were 
econon¥cally good and they would 
aive a return greater than their cost 
of collection. The reduction of staffs 
and salaries would be but a drop in 
the bucket. 

The above is the situation as it ap 
pears to me. This may be considered 
destructive criticism, but it is as 
well to kuow conditions before ap- 
plying a remedy. Destructive criti- 
cism when used to awaken interest 
in constructive ideas becomes valu- 
able if not a virtue. Therefore the 
fullowing facts are worth noting: 

Ist that the city has in possession 
$2,000,000 worth of property (as- 
sessed vmlue) @hat at the present 
time is not worth say $800,000 to 
$1.000,000. With the city’s growth

From the Mayor's statement at 
the outset it is very evident that 
there is “something rotten in the 
State of Denmark” and the sooner 
ali factions in the city realise it and 
Bet together to consider ways and 
means of extricating the city out of 
its present desperate position, the 
better it will be for all concerned, 

rom reports appearing in ‘he 
Press from time to time it would 
appear that the relations between the 
school board and the coyncil are 
anything but cordial with the re- 
sult that the unfortunate: taxpayer 
suffers tn proportion. Both bodles. 
elected by the people, aré cha a 
with the administration of their 
respective apheres in the welfare of 
the city and naturally each resents 
any attempted domination on the 
part of the other, The only differ- 
ence ds, that, by law, the school 
board has no worry about furnishin 
the finances while the City Coun 
has to provide whatever the board 
requires whether it is able to collect 
it or not, The council is thus often 
with a shortage of finds to meet its 
owy expenses through inability to 
collect all the money required by the 
board, This is only one, though the 
most outstanding inst@nce, of tho 
difficulties that the council has to 
contend with. 

It thas been truly said that what 
the elty is chiefly suffering from 
just now is too much government. 
There appear to be too many irres- 
ponsible bodies abie to dip into the 
city treasury and draw out funds 
without regard to the needs of the 
city itself. 

Some believe that the chief 
remedy for the present evil is @ re- 
duction of the wages paid by the 
city and the School Board, This is a 
doubtful remedy, only to be resorted 
to as a last expedient. Besides, !t 
too often happens that those on the 
bottom rung of the ladder suffer 
the most from such a reduction. 
while the higher-ups are teft in 
more or jess fluent circumstances. 
If such reductions must be made. 
however, then they should be eradu- 
ated so that all would bear the bur 
den in proportion to wages received. 

What appears to be more neces- 
sary than a wholesale reduction of 
wages is a consolidation of the many 
and varied departments charged 
with civic administration and wel- 
fare generally. The Council has 
niready gone far, not only in this. 
but in other directions, but has it 
gone far enough yet? 

Apparently there is a dead-lock 
in the negotiations and the coun- 
cil is, it would appear, in the serious 
difficulty of being unable to balance 
the budget without an increase of 
taxation which can only resuk in 
iurther hindering and ‘thampering 
the city in its progress. 

The situation is serious and de- 
mands the earnest consideration of 
every citizen who has the welfare 
and progress of the city at heart. 
and, if it is only brought home to 
all concerned, ‘that a crisis is at 
hand there is enough civic pride 
that will enabie the public to bury 
lany little petty differences they may 
have and put their shoulders to the 
wheel and help the city over the 
top. 

Would it not he well to have @ 
round table conference conyposed of 
say, three represtntativesfrom the 
City Council, threetfrom the School 
Board, amd a like number from say. 
jthe Hospital Board, the Welfare 
Board, the Exhibition Board, Lib- 
mary Board, and every other dep- 
artment of Civie Administration? 
In addition to these there should 
be three representatives from the 
\Civbie Service, Teachers Alliance and 
| Board of Trade, the representatives 
}from the last of these to he prefer- 
ably men engaged in the manage- 
ment of large concerns. It might be 
| well also to call in one or more re 
presentatives from ithe Provincial 
Civil Service, such as those engaged 


in the organization of provincial 
hospitals 
ff such a conference nwere jcalled 


by the Mayor and had an independ- 
ent chairman selected by the gath- 
ering it would, tf properiy conduct- 
ed and approached by all parties 
with an open mind and a general 
desire to help the city, undoubtedly 
prove, not only helpful for the im- 
mediate present, but have lasting 
benefits for the good and welfare 
of the city generally in the future 
in the matter of an already much 
overdue reorganization and consol- 
idation of the various branches of 
civic activity.

proceedings, and continued to. pu'> 
take into‘account those high-handed 
as if they were still ‘in possession of 
their thrones, Napoleon regarded 
thie as a gross insult to himself, con- 
signed the publishers of the Alman- 
ach de Gotha to prison, and caused 
the entire issue of the offending edi- 
tian to be eelzed by the police. Bul 
the publishers and proprietors, that 
is to say the Perthes of Gotha, when 
restored to liberty, loat yno time tn 
making it thoroughly well knewn 
that the Napoleonic edition of the 
Almanach had been conipiled, print 
ed and placed on the market with 
out their authority, although it bore 
their imprimatur and that they re- 
pudiated all responsibility for its 
untrustworthy contents, 

The next year Napoleon was too 
busy with foreign wars and troubles 
to be able to pay much attention to 
the Atmannach de Gotha, and then, 
in 1814, his reign came to an end 
with his abdication and exile, firs! 
to Dba and then to St. Helena. Wut 
the Almanach de Gotha has sur 
vived ‘him, and still is going etcone, 
more independent than ever, a hun 
dred years after his death. 

‘Demands Made. 

There have been notable instances 
which I could cite here of demards 
made upon the publishers of ‘the 
Almanach tu alter the dates of mur 
riages or to record mattimonial alli 
ances that never existed, changes ic- 
volving questions of Jegitimacy of 
birth and of succession to titles, anu 
even to thrones, Honors and big 
sums of money have been ofterved

There are at least four notanie 
cases, in two of which at any rate 
imperial families are concerned, 
where false dates of marriages were 
given by Royal personages with tne 
intention of misleading the puh'ish- 
ers and readers. In each instane 
these more or less pious ‘frauds, 
designed to obscure a forgotten 
scandal, were discovered and the 
mistake was rectified by the publish 
ers in subsequent issues in such a 
pointed manner as to prove a salu- 
tary lesson to all of those tempted 
to mislead the Almanach de Gotha. 


It now contains in fts pages the 
corrected dates of mit least three 
ladies entitled to figure therein 


which show them to have been born 
out of wedlock, and ag money was 
no object, enormous’ bribes were 
vainly offered to conceal the exist 

ence of the stigma of the bend sin- 
ister of their parentage.

Fordney Tariff Bill in U.S. 


Has Done This, Says 
G. R. Stevens 


G. R. Stevens, a former Edmon-} 
ton newspaperman, who has been 
Canadian Trade Commissioner in 


the Western Caribbean for the past 
three years, is registered at the 
Macdonald today He has been in 
Canada for the past two months lec- 
turing at eastern universities upon 
foreign trade, been transferred to 
|South Africa, for which field he ex- 
expects to leave in about six weeks 
time. He is accompanied by Mrs. 
Stevens, and is here for the purpose 
of visiting his parents at Westlock. 
Canada Shows Well. 
- Regarding the Caribbean 
which he covers, Mr, Stevens stated 
that his work divided between the 
British colonies and the independent 
Spanish states of Central America, 
Cuba and Santo Domingo. In all 
these areas Canadian preducts were 
making progress, particularly in the 
British colonies where Canadian 
goods enjoyed a tariff preference. 
In the last few years Canada had 
replaced the United States as the 
source of foodstuff supplies for 
these colonies. One of the reflexes 
of the Fordney tariff had been the 
almost complete replacement of 
American flours in every part of the 
Caribbean by Canadian flours. 
Every increase in the duty upon 
Canadian wheat, in Mr. Stevens 
opinion, is certain to react to the 
advantage of the export trade of Ca- 
nadian millers. With the increase 
of Canadian products supplied to 
the West Indies, an even greater in- 
crease in Canadian demand for 
tropical products from that area 
has developed, and today Canada is 
the largest purchaser of many of 
the exports of these colonies. 


Competition 1s Intense. 

In Spanish countries, present 
competition is intense between 
American traders striving to hold 
war advantages and British houses 
seeking to regain their old status. 
The outcome of this struggle i 
doubtful in many sections; Ameri- 
can proximity and American manu- 
facturing ingenuity is pitted against 
the wonderful trading system of 
Great Kritain. It seems probable 
that the pre-war percentages will 
never be reenacted, but that Great 
Britain had experienced some perm- 
anent but net particularly severe 
loss to American competitors 

Mr, Stevens etates that the policy 
of stabilization pursued by the Unit- 
ed States is showing its effect. San- 
to Domingo was in excelient shape, 
Haiti is less fortunate, and will not 
be a certain market for some years. 
In Central America, Costa Rica and 
Salvador are prosperous and stable 
states, of excellent trading @morality 
Nicaragua is almost bankrupt and 
Honduras is equally uncertain. 
Guatemala is slowly achieving a 
sound commercial position
